Simpson said questioning of the 
serv ants and others close to Mrs. Hall 
showed that the clergyman’s clandes­ 
tine affalr was common knowledge 
and its details were familiar to all 
concerned, making it appear unlikely 
that Mrs. Hall herself would know 
nothing.

drov e up. 
Tie jumped frqm his auto­ 
mobile before It had stopped 
and 
was shot down as he started to run. 
As he fell one of the quartet came 
up. put a « hot gun to Foley’s chest, 
shot him again and then calmly drov e 
away with his three companions. 
Official» said today that the des­ 
criptions of the assassins tallied with 
those of members of Joe Haltin’ ’Back 
O’ the Stock Yards’ gang of beer 
runners and that the automobile used 
by the sluyers was similar to the one 
recently purchased by Baltin.

official. 
The execution took place nt 6:01 
A. M. 
An American negro named 
Dav is acted as asslstaht executioner. 
He was the second In Cuba in 20 
years to die in this way. 
Excitement 
among the populace reached a high 
pitch. 
Repeated efforts hav e heen 
made to 
procure a repriev e 
from 
President Machado. 
Garote consists of a heav y wooden 
chair into which the person to he 
executed Is strapped and his 
neck 
confined with an Iron collar. 
A de­ 
v ice attached to the collar permits 
the spinal cord of the v ictim to he 
sev ered by a turn of the knob under 
the hand of the executioner. 
Paula Romero, a long term 
con­ 
v ict. was today’s executioner. 
Ev idence offered at the trial show­ 
ed that Pena hud studied the habits 
of Mayor Ascenchlo for sev eral weeks 
before the murder and then waylaid 
and shot him. 
Pena was captured In 
the woods two days after the crime.

The commander stuck gallantly to 
his task but he was more nervous 
than had he been forced to face a 
machine gun squad. 
Previous to his 
announcement he nervously paced the 
aisle and to give himself more courage 
nibbled at candy from a bag. 
Great Moment Comes 
The great moment came at the 
close of tin* fourth part 
when 
as 
usual after the showing of a part, a 
delay occurred to allow the movie 
operator time to get ready the next 
part. 
The lights dashed on and the 
commander in a somewhat high pitch 
which (lid not carry very far, 
an­ 
nounced that now the audience was 
to listen to Sinclair Lewis, the auth­ 
or, giving the author permission to 
say a few words from where he sat 
in the audience without addressing 
the people from the platform. 
It 
was all over for the commander and 
he felt more relieved after the an­ 
nouncement than had he received a 
notice of pardon from the command­ 
ing general for a misdemeanor. 
Gets More Attention Than Coolidge 
The affable Sinclair Lewis, 
tall, 
young looking, likable, peppy, rose 
to his feet in the midst of the audi­ 
ence amid hearty applause. 
Had 
President Coolidge himself been pres­ 
ent no greater attention would have 
been given him than was given the 
author. 
He was the center of all 
eyes, and there was pride and grati­ 
tude felt by everyone over such a 
memorable event of having in their 
presence such a noted author who 
was not even a bit “uppish.” 
.Sinclair Lewis cleared his throat, 
people stopped chewing gum, munch­ 
ing candy, and became rigidly atten­ 
tive. Had a pin dropped at that time 
it would have been heard all through 
the hall. 
“W ith 
his 
interesting 
acquired 
eastern brogue and cheerful manner, 
Mr. Lewis smilingly stated that In 
political gatherings, lectures, talks 
by authors, and where a general was 
addressing his men, it would be much 
better to address an audience from 
a platform. 
Being an Author is Serious Business 
Mr. Lewis explained that being an 
author was serious business to the 
author in more ways than one. 
“ The public is disappointed if they 
see a young author. 
He must have 
a long white beard with flowing hair 
and must cross his hands and say, 
‘Ah, let me see.’ and he certainly at 
all times must be serious,” said Mr. 
Lewis.

Big W ater Power Project 
Five hundred and thirty billion gal­ 
lons of water from the world’s largest 
artificial lake are about to go to work 
in the service of the people of Ala­ 
bama. This volume of water will soon 
be backed up behind a new dam 1.200 
feet long and ISO feet high on the 
Tallapoosa river at Cherokee Bluffs 
in the heart of the state. The weight 
of controlled flow from the reservoir 
behind the dam will run three water 
turbines driving generators that will 
produce 126,000 horse power of elec­ 
tric energy. 
A fourth generating unit 
may be added later. This new power 
development goea to work some time 
this month. 
More than 40,000 acres 
will be covered, and Hie lake rim will 
measure 750 miles.

Boden arose, dipped a sheet in cold 
water, wrapped it abou t him, and went 
back to bed with the electric fan blow­ 
ing directly on him. He was u nconsciou s 
when Frazier attempted to arou se him 
the next morning and died shortly after 
withou t regaining consciou sness”

Ru b b er in Ph ilip p in es 
An agricu ltu ral expert has been ap­ 
pointed by the Insu lar Department of 
Agricu ltu re to stu dy the produ ction 
of ru bber on small plantations In the 
Middle East. The department has also 
approved the establishment of a ru b­ 
ber experimental station in sou thwest 
ern Mindanao.

Well Authenticated. 


Ii it possible for a unman being to 
freeze to death ia the desert, with the 
temperature above HO degrees Fahren 
belt? Are old stories of sueh deaths 
fictional and fantastic, or are they 
based upon scientific principle? 
Was 
the often told story of the death by 
freezing of George Bpden in Visalia, 
southern Qalifomia, twenty years ago, 
pure myth, fabrication, or authentic? 
Nationwide scientific interest and 
sharp differences of opinion among 
physicists have been aroused by the re­ 
vival of the George Bodln incident by 
Carl Clausen, writer, who has used the 
alleged Visalia “IIC degrees freezing” 
case as the basis of a story entitled

clever young man.” 
The Los Angeles Times, publishing 
a special dispatch from its local cor­ 
respondent in Visalia, Calif., declares 
the George Bodln incident has been 
“completely verified.” 
It quotes Col. 
George W. Stewart, prominent resident 
of Visalia, and other intimate friends 
of Boden, as having been present at his 
death and being completely familiar 
with all attendant circumstances. The 
Visalia dispatch says: 
“Perhaps one of the most unusual 
occurrences in medical history, this in­ 
cident is recalled by a number of local 
citizens.

N e w s p a p e r s are o ften criticised fo r dev o ting so much space 
to news alx iut crime. 
The critics almo st inv ariably o v erstate 
greatly the ratio o f criminal news published to o ther news. 
But, 
wo rse than that, they miss the fact that newspapers are thus per­ 
fo rming a great and essential serv ice to the public. 
Fo r publicity 
is o ne o f the mo st effectiv e weapo ns against crime that so ciety 
po ssesses. 
Judge Oscar Hallam, chairman o f the Minneso ta Crime Co m­ 
missio n, bro ught this o ut clearly in his recent address to the Amer­ 
ican Bar Asso ciatio n at Denv er. 
Here are so me o f his salient 
sentences: 
Publicity o f facts is o ne o f the surest guaranties o f 
efficiency . 
Many a germ is killed by blazing sunlight. 
Ev ery sto p fro m detectio n to ultimate release after ful­ 
fillment o f sentence sho uld I k * o pen and public. 
And the 
public sho uld be kept adv ised. 
Ho w* else is this to be do ne, sav e by the daily press? 
Who 
else but the newspapers fo cus the blazing sunlight o f publicity 
ujio n the no iso me germs o f crime, which o therwise wo uld go o n 
po iso ning the bo dy po litic w'ith small hindrance? 


It is o nly thro ugh the agency o f the press that the public 
co nscience is to be to uched and the public determinatio n that so ­ 
ciety must be pro tected fro m crime is to be aro used. 
One fo rm o f sentimentalism w'ith which we are afflicted is 
that which insists upo n co ddling the criminal upo n treating him 
as sick o r diseased, instead o f as a mo ral and phy sical menace, 
upo n making it easy fo r him to keep o ut o f priso n and easy fo r 
him when he is in priso n. 
Ano ther fo rm o f sentimentalism quite as dangero us is that 
which wants to igno re and minimize crime, to push it o ut o f sight 
and co v er it up fro m puty lje regard. 
Sentim entalists o f this so rt 
inv eigh earnestly against newspaper publicity fo r crime. 
They 
wo uld hav e so ciety stick its head o strichlike in the sand, while 
crime go es fro m o ne saturnalia to ano ther. 
The Jo urnal do es no t defend the o v er-sensatio nalizing o f 
crime no r the maudlin hero izing o f criminals. 
In co mmo n with 
the reputable newspapers o f the co untry , it earnestly seeks to 
av o id these abuses. 
But it co nceiv es that its duty as a newspaper 
requires it to direct merciless and unremitting publicity ui>o n 
crime, wherev er fo und. 
Fo r, as Judge Hallam say s, what is chiefly required in the 
fight o n crime is “ greater» publicity » at all stages o f the pro ceed­ 
ing.” —Minnca p o li» Jo urna l.

MANAGERIAL FISTS OR PATTING HANDS

(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Aug. 7.—Numerous instances this season where a major league 
manager had to crack the whip on his athletes brought, up again the old 
controversy about the most effective method of handling players—a socking 
fist or a patting hand. 
Literally there are no fist slinging managers in the game today. 
The 
popular old custom of having it out in the club house or under the stands 
with a rebel player has passed. 
It isn’t necessary any more and it might 
result in more harm than good if the manager happened to get licked. 
The most popular modern method, and the most effective way of socking, 
Is to aim one knockout punch at the pocketbook, since that is the players’ 
most vital spot. 
Miller Huggins never could lick Babe Ruth In a free-for-all, but he 
thoroughly tamed the Babe last year when he suspended him and socked him 
with a $5,000 fine. 
Ruth hasn’t any miserly regard for a few “grands” hut at the particular 
time he was flued he was in need of the money and Huggins may have known 
if. 
ll followed that the punch hurt and the Babe bunts now when his little 
boss tells him to bunt and lie goes to bed on scheduled time. 
Bill McKechnie, manager of the Pittsburgh Pirates, was severely criti­ 
cized just recently when he went on a tear and started chopping off beads 
and hank rolls. 
Ile fined and fired Eddie Moore, a very good young ball player, for dis­ 
interested playing. 
He fined Emil Yde, Vie Aldridge and Johnny Morrison 
for being guilty of conduct he felt to he of little benefit to the club. 
No one denied McKechnie the right to administer discipline as he saw fit 
but some thought he should not have made a public exhibition of his means 
of punishment. 
Apparently the expected Bolshevism did not develop within the club and 
within a few days the team had played itself back into first place. 
Bucky Harris had some trouble last year with Goose Goslin who felt him­ 
self to be of such value to the club that he was not hound by the training 
rules of the club or the playing plans of his young manager. 
Harris sus­ 
pended him and fined him and gave him a fine tongue lashing before the 
other players. 
Goslin was told to go away and stay away until he was ready to do as 
the other players did. 
Harris didn’t expect him back for some time but he 
was the first arrival at the club house the next day. 
Harris had to fine Goslin again a few days ago and suspend him and he 
gave Al Sehact and Joe Judge a day’s rest for missing signals. 
When the New York Giants were going badly at the tail end of their last 
western trip, John McGraw, manager of the team, sailed Into them with a 
few pointed remarks. 
He threatened to bench George Kelly and Irish Meusel and New York 
players know that a benching by McGraw means more than a rest on the 
bench. It means a ticket down the river where they are no New York salaries 
md no world’s series cuts. 
Kelly and Meusel, by collective and individual work, won two or three 
games after McGraw made his threat. 
Wilbert Robinson, the easiest-going manager in the major leagues, had 
to send Jess Petty home recently and Joe McCarty, ’‘bush league” manager 
of the Chicago Cubs, sent Grover Alexander to St. Louis for differing with 
him on matter of policy.

A means of rendering the egg of the 
hen Immune to the ravages of time, in 
which electricity plays an im portant 
part, has been devised. 
Technically, tile process is known as 
sterilization of eggs, and is accom­ 
plished by m eans of a recently invent­ 
ed machine.

This hot oil fills the pores 
In the eggshell, prevents air from en­ 
tering, and discourages any tendency 
which the egg may have had tow ard 
becoming a chicken. 
A recent Installation was m ade at 
Petaluma. Calif., where an immense 
egg and chicken industry has grown 
up. 
This m achine has a capacity of 
300,000 eggs a day. 
Eggs are auto­ 
m atically dipped for 3% seconds, and 
the oil is kept at a constant tem pera 
tu re by m eans of electric immersion 
heaters.
